associates,

come worthy citizens, where he comes 
in contact with true ladies and gentle­ 
men, and give him good literatu re to 
read and he w ill succeed in life.

to profane and indecent lang- 
guage, have as companions boys who 
drink, smoke, swear and steal and read 
books filled with stories of crime, and

.'.I the sen level the . flow falls 
continually and stays on the ground 
till the end of M ay. and the seashore is

F arth e r inland, howeve", 
especially 
as 
we go higher up, tl. • 
clim ate is modified - just the opposite 
to w hat is observed elsewhere. 
II has 
often been observed in Siberia and in 
central Europe that in w inter the cold 
is greater in tin* plains ami the valleys 
and that the highlands hu e a sensibly 
m ilder tem perature; 
it 
is as if the 
denser cold air accum ulated in the low­ 
lands. 
The cold all* accum ulates in the low 
regions <>!' the island, and on the »•.» ■ c 
the higher regions have a more eh ra t­ 
ed tem perature. 
So it happens that the 
low er parts have an arctic vegetation, 
w hile the interm ediate altitudes have 
the vegetation of a tem perate zone, 
som etim es subtropical.
